Works on Display in Comptroller’s Office 

Partnership between the Office of Erie County Comptroller and Buffalo Public School District 
provides students the opportunity to display artworks in a gallery setting in the Rath Building 

 

(Buffalo) – When Waterfront Elementary school student Jordan Flynn first spotted her artwork on display in 
the Office of Erie County Comptroller, her eyes lit up and she grinned ear to ear.  The third grader’s painting 
of a fire-breathing dragon is one of 15 original works of art by Buffalo Public Schools (BPS) students that is 
on display in a gallery-like setting on the 11th floor of Erie County’s Rath Building.   
 
A new partnership between the BPS and Erie County Comptroller’s Office gives students the opportunity to 
become “future Picasso’s” by having their artistic creations on public display, and provides a more colorful 
and positive work environment for workers.
